
Town council grants £365k in 
its biggest financial handout 

THEATRE AND FOOTBALL CLUB BIGGEST BENEFICIARIES - FIVE ORGANISATIONS GO HOME EMPTY HANDED 


LYME Regis Town Council has awarded 
grants totalling £365,700 to local organi¬ 
sations in the biggest financial handout in 
the authority’s history. 

During a particularly long meeting which contin¬ 
ued close to midnight last Wednesday, councillors 
took their time deliberating the merits of 12 major 
grant applications from local groups requesting a 
total of £591,053 over the next four years, with a 
budget of £382,800 available. 

In previous years the council has only offered 
major grants to the Marine Theatre, The Hub youth 
club, LymeForward and to the Woodmead Halls 
for the provision of public toilet facilities. How¬ 
ever, this year the council invited all local organi¬ 
sations to make grant applications for over £5,000 
to make the process “fairer”. 

The Woodmead Halls was the only organisation 
which usually receives funding that did not apply 
this year. This followed a dispute in which the halls 
management committee argued that its funding 
should not come from the council’s grants pot, as 
it held a Service Level Agreement with the council 
for providing a public toilets on the council’s be¬ 
half. 

At a previous meeting, Councillor Stan Williams,

who is chairman of the Woodmead Halls Manage¬ 
ment Committee, said that by using the grants 
budget to fund the public toilets, the council was 
“stealing” from other organisations. 

Despite having not received an application, the 
Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, asked if council¬ 
lors would still like to hold funds from the 
£382,800 budget back for Woodmead Halls but 
members felt they could not do this without a spe¬ 
cific figure in front of them. 

The biggest beneficiary of the night was the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre. Having requested a total of £140,000 
over the next four years to support core running 
costs, it was awarded £120,000, which came on top 
of a separate £20,000 grant the council agreed to 
give the theatre the previous week to help with es¬ 
sential roof repairs. 

Having requested a total of £120,000 over the 
next four years, Lyme Regis Football Club took 
away £100,000 for a three-stage major project at 
the club’s Davey Fort ground on Charmouth Road 
- to extend the pitch and create a covered seating 


area on the half way line; extend the clubhouse 
with a new kitchen; and tarmac and fence the car 
park. 

Other groups to be awarded funds were as fol¬ 
lows: 

• LymeForward - requested £64,000 over four 
years and received £60,000 for core running costs 
and to maintain the current level of service deliv¬ 
ery. 

• The Hub youth club - requested and received 
£40,000 over four years for core running costs. 

• Fossil Festival - requested £24,000 over four 
years and received £20,000 to fund two marquees 
for the annual event. 

• Lyme Regis Gig Club - requested a one-off grant 
of £6,853 and received £5,700 for a fiberglass 
training gig and oars. 

• B Sharp - Requested £40,000 over the next four 
years on top of £5,000 which the council had al¬ 
ready promised the group, but received only 
£20,000, plus the additional £5,000, for the con¬ 
tinuation of young music leader training, weekly 
sessions and recruitment of staff. Out of all the ap¬ 
plications which received funding, B Sharp re¬ 
ceived the smallest proportion of what it requested. 

Councillors eliminated five organisations early 


in their discussions after deciding they either did 
not fit their criteria or were not worthy of major 
funding. These were as follows: 

• Town Mill Trust - councillors said they could 
not support the trust’s application for a one-off 
payment of £10,300 for improvements to the mill’s 
courtyard toilets and to increase seating space in 
the cafe.

GEOFF Kerr is 65-years-old and lives in 
Hursey, a small hamlet next to the village 
of Broadwindsor, after moving to the area 
with his wife in July 2014 from Wendover in 
Buckinghamshire. 

He set up the Broadwindsor Jammers, a 
local guitar group, shortly after moving to 
West Dorset, which provides regular jam¬ 
ming sessions. 

Geoff has been married to his wife Jenny 
for five years and between them they have 
four children and eight grandchildren, with 
another on the way. Mr Kerr retired in 2010 
after working in the car trade for 35 years 
while also running a mobile disco from 
1974 to 1997. 


• TELL us a bit more about Broadwindsor 
Jammers... 

As soon as we moved to Hursey, I started to look 
around for a guitar group to join similar to the 
one I belonged to in Aylesbury but I couldn't find 
one so I thought I'd start my own group. I began 
by putting up posters on noticeboards all over 
the place looking for guitarists of all ages and 
abilities.Two months later, after receiving several 
responses, five guitarists met at my house and 
the Broadwindsor Jammers were formed. 

I now have over 50 jammers that I regularly email 
inviting them to either our larger group jamming 
sessions in our village hall or our smaller group 
sessions in people's homes. As well as regular 
jamming sessions, we have been fortunate 
enough last year to be asked to play at a local 
wedding reception, to play at the Broadwindsor 
Harvest Supper and to play in church at the 
Broadwindsor Carol Service.

# How long have you been playing the gui¬ 
tar? 

I only started to play an acoustic guitar in April 
2013. In October 2013 I joined a jamming group 
in the Aylesbury Arts Centre where we met every 
Wednesday night and we did performances in 
the Limelight Theatre and other venues around 



Aylesbury. I moved to West Dorset in July 2014 
and I formed the Broadwindsor Jammers in Sep¬ 
tember 2014 so you could say that I've been jam¬ 
ming and doing performances for just over two 
years. 

• What are your favourite songs to play on 
your own or with your jammers? 
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Even before buying my first guitar I had always 
wanted to play"House Of The Rising Sun" by The 
Animals and "Hotel California" by The Eagles. We 
have over 60 songs on our jamming repertoire 
which we regularly play. If I had to choose two 
favourites that we play the most of I would pick 
"Bye Bye Love" by The Everly Brothers and "Love 
Is All Around" by The Troggs or Wet Wet Wet, de¬ 
pending on which generation you are. 

• Do you have any hints or tips for anyone 
wanting to start playing the guitar or joining 
the Broadwindsor jammers? 

My advice to anyone thinking of learning to play 
the guitar is to do it now and not leave it until 
you retire like I did. I would go to a qualified gui¬ 
tar teacher, which I can recommend, for between 
six and nine months and when you are proficient 
in playing around a dozen or more chords, join 
my jamming group and have fun playing songs 
from the song sheets that I provide. 

• What attracted you to this area? 

My wife Jenny had always had a fondness for 
West Dorset and had holidays here as a child. For 
me it was a case of "Escape to the Country" and 
as I come from Southend, to be back near the 
coast again. 

• What do you like to do in your spare time? 

I play outdoor bowls for Chard Bowling Club and 
I'm a qualified bowls coach. I also go and watch 
Bridport Town play football as much as I can.

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Lyme's record-breaking Guitars on the Beach 
event cancelled due to lack of sponsorship 


GUITARS On The Beach (GOTB), Lyme’s 
record-breaking day of music which became 
Britain’s biggest guitar festival, is to be can¬ 
celled this year. 

After months of wrangling of how to fund and stage 
the event, which has become one of the town’s most 
popular summer attractions, the organisers have called 
it off. 

This year’s event, the fourth time that thousands of 
guitarists from all over the UK would gather to perform 
as “Britain’s biggest band” on the town’s main beach, 
was scheduled to take place on September 3rd. 

But due to a lack of sponsorship and the organisers’ 
other workloads, it is to be “rested” for at least a year. 

GOTB founder and spokesman Geoff Baker con¬ 
firmed that the gig will now not go on. 

“It is time to put this limping dog of an event to sleep, 
at least for a year,” he said. 

“The truth is that sufficient music business sponsor¬ 
ship for Guitars On The Beach is just not available and 
also those of us who organise it no longer have the con¬ 
siderable time that is needed to find proper funding.” 

Two years ago, GOTB attracted more than 3,000 gui¬ 
tarists from all over Britain when Lyme’s local rock star 
Ian Gillan of Deep Purple led a massive crowd of play¬ 
ers in a performance of “Smoke On The Water”, and 
the crowd set the UK record for the biggest band in 
British music history. Every hotel and guest house in 
Lyme was fully booked over the weekend and the event 
caused huge publicity for the town. 

Mr Baker, who founded the event with fellow Lyme 
residents David Austin and Jill Newton, added: “Any¬ 
one who was there knows that it was a fabulous day 
which not only gave a lot of fun to guitarists of all ages 
and abilities, it also brought a big spend to the town, 
which I estimate to have been worth between £50,000 
and £100,000 to Lyme’s economy. Apart from the Red 
Arrows, GOTB became Lyme’s biggest crowd attrac¬ 
tion. 

“Last year the number of guitarists dipped by around 
1,000, but it was still a very big event - far bigger than 
any other single music event in Lyme’s music calendar. 
However, because of the lack of sponsorship and other 
financial support, last year lost a lot of money.” 

In its first two years GOTB donated thousands of 
pounds to the skatepark appeal, the Anning Road play 
park, the Christmas lights, the local branch of Cancer 
Research UK and other groups. 

The decision to cancel this year’s GOTB will be a 
blow to local and nationally-famed chef Mark Hix, 
whose Lood Rocks event runs in tandem with the huge 
guitar festival. 

“Guitars On The Beach originated because Mark 
asked us to come up with a sideshow event that would 
draw visitors to the town for Lood Rocks,” said Mr 
Baker. 

“We feel bad that we will be letting him down by not 
staging our gig this year but the background to our 
show is a bit more complicated - Lood Rocks has al¬ 
ways been well-sponsored by various companies, but 
none of that sponsorship has ever been shared with 
Guitars On The Beach and so we have to look to back¬ 
ing from guitar manufacturers and other music compa¬ 
nies and in this seemingly-endless period of austerity 


they do not have the spare 
cash available to help us. 

“The trouble is that 
most of the organisers 
work for a living, we are 
not retired volunteers. If I 
had the time which I had 
when we organised the 
first two years, we could 
probably have made this 
year happen, but because 
of new work commit¬ 
ments Dave and I don’t 
have the free time that is 
needed to find funding, 
and so we are going to 
rest it for a year or for 
however long it takes to 
raise proper sponsorship 
and backing.” 

The decision to cancel 
the event also came after

Lyme Regis Town Council turned down an application 
during its major grants process for £8,500 to help stage 
the event (see pages 1 & 5). 

Councillors said that the GOTB application did not 
meet their criteria, as any profits raised from the event 
would be donated to other charities. However, they en¬ 
couraged organisers to put a funding request to the 


Council will not buy land at Belmont 

LYME Regis Town Council has expressed no interest 
in purchasing land currently for sale at the famous 
Belmont house on Pound Street. 

Half an acre of land at Belmont, the former home 
of Georgian entrepreneur Eleanor Coade and local 
author John Fowles, who wrote "The French Lieu¬ 
tenant's Woman" has gone up for sale for a guide 
price of £100,000. International estate agents Savills 
are marketing the plot at the 18th century maritime 
villa as "amenity land" with "allegedly, the best view 
of the Cobb in Lyme Regis". The house itself, owned 
by The Landmark Trust, is not up for sale. 

At last week's meeting, councillors were officially 
informed of the land for sale, which immediately ad¬ 
joins the northern boundary of the council-owned 
Langmoor Gardens. However, members were ad¬ 
vised that the asking price was "well above"that nor¬ 
mally seen for amenity land and there was "no 
obvious development potential" at the site. 

The land had been inspected by the town clerk, 
mayor and chairman of the council's Strategy & Pol¬ 
icy Committee, and agreed that it would "not offer 
sufficient strategic benefit to the council to warrant 
further interest at the current asking price". Council¬ 
lors agreed not to pursue this any further. 

Belmont recently underwent a £1,8million restora¬ 
tion and is now being rented out as holiday accom¬ 
modation. The Landmark Trust does not own the 
area of land currently for sale and will not be making 
an offer for it as it already has "sufficient land" for its 
needs. 

The house itself will be open to the public this 
weekend (see page 7 for details). 



0 ^enior Citizens Lunch Special 
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council’s Tourism & Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee, which may have been able to underwrite the cost 
of the event. 

Mr Baker added: “The town council’s tourism com¬ 
mittee has generously offered to help us raise funds and 
there has been talk of possibly underwriting any loss 
but we don’t want to blindly stage anything that may 
make a loss in the knowledge that a loss can just be 
sponged up by public money. 

“I don’t think that would be a very decent thing to 
do, so we are going to have a rest and think up a new 
way of making GOTB more attractive to private spon¬ 
sors.” 

Asked if the GOTB team would consider handing the 
event over to music charity B Sharp, Lyme Regis Jazz 
& Blues Lestival or even to the town council to organ¬ 
ise, Mr Baker said: “Absolutely not. They have their 
own events to organise, let them get on with their own 
shows. We own the rights to GOTB, so nobody can just 
nick it without our permission and that permission isn’t 
going to be given. 

“This isn’t the end for Guitars On The Beach, we’re 
just taking time off to get it right. Every band goes 
through a period like this, even Britain’s biggest band. 
But we will be back.”

Police helping to address mental health issues

DORSET Police and the 
Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC), Martyn 
Underhill, are showing 
continued support for na¬ 
tionwide initiatives to ad¬ 
dress mental health issues 
in the workplace. 

The force and the PCC, 
alongside mental health 
charities Mind and Re¬ 
think Mental Illness, are 
committing to challeng¬ 
ing mental health stigma 
and promoting positive 
wellbeing for all officers 
and staff. 

One in four people in 
the UK experience a 
mental health problem in 
any given year and re¬ 
search shows that those 
working and volunteering 
in the emergency services 
are even more at risk than 
those in the general pop¬ 
ulation, but are less likely to get support. 

In December 2015 Dorset Police and the PCC offi¬ 
cially signed the Mind “Blue Light Pledge”, and last 
week the organisation took part in Time to Talk Day, 
which formed part of the Time to Change campaign 
led by Mind and Rethink Mental Illness. 

The “Blue Light Time to Change” pledge was de¬ 
veloped by Mind to help fight any stigma around 
mental health and to support organisations to make 
positive changes to improve mental health in the 
workplace. 

Dorset Police's People, confidence and equality 
manager, Karen Duke-Glover, said: “It is a force pri¬ 
ority to ensure that those with mental ill health receive 
the appropriate care when in contact with the police, 
and this duty of care extends to our officers and staff 
too. 

“The nature of the job means that many of our em¬ 
ployees are often under high levels of stress and pres¬ 


sure and may have to deal with issues which could be 
upsetting and disturbing. 

“We are working with Mind to launch an internal 
support network which will be specifically focussed 
on mental wellbeing within the force and will create 
the space for people to share their stories. We are also 
aiming to establish Mental Wellbeing Lorce Champi¬ 
ons who will promote and maintain the support net¬ 
work, while acting as points of contact for those in 
need of support.” 

PCC Martyn Underhill added: “I am privileged to 
have already recorded a national video for Mind on 
this important subject, the key message to all staff in 
my office and all Dorset Police employees is - it’s 
okay to ask for help. 

“As an organisation, and as an employer, we will 
strive to look after you. We do need to remove the 
stigma that mental health in the workplace currently 
brings.”

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Split views over merits of local groups

• Guitars on the Beach - councillors felt they could 
not support the application for a one-off payment of 
£8,500 to build a stage and pay for sound engineers 
and technicians for this year’s Guitars on the Beach 
event. Members said this did not meet their criteria, 
as Guitars on the Beach donated profits from its an¬ 
nual event to other charities. However, they encour¬ 
aged organisers to apply for funding from the Tourism 
& Economic Development Committee. 

• The Driftwood Project, based at Lyme Regis Bap¬ 
tist Church - councillors said the Baptist Church’s 
plans to re-design and equip its small hall to provide 
a meeting place for young people was too similar to 
facilities already available at The Hub, which the 
council had historically supported, and therefore they 
could not grant the £33,500 requested. 

• Uplyme & Lyme Regis Tennis Club - despite not¬ 
ing that the tennis court in Uplyme was used by Lyme 
Regis residents, councillors said they could not con¬ 
tribute towards the £26,500 requested to resurface it 
after flood damage, as no funding had been forthcom¬ 
ing from Uplyme Parish Council, East Devon District 
Council or Devon County Council. 

• Lyme Regis Museum - councillors felt that the mu¬ 
seum had already received significant funding for its 
planned Mary Anning Wing extension and, with fur¬ 
ther grant applications currently being considered by 
other bodies, it was likely to raise the full amount it 
needed for the project. They agreed not to contribute 
towards the £30,000 requested over two years. 

While councillors unanimously spoke in support of 
some organisations, including Lyme Regis Gig Club, 
their views were split on others resulting in a lengthy 
debate. 

Councillor Derek Hallett said he did not think any 
of the organisations coming under the umbrella of 
Lyme Regis Development Trust (LymeLorward, The 
Hub and Lossil Lestival) should receive any funding 


until the trust “sorted out” the community room at St 
Michael’s Business Centre - which had recently been 
re-arranged to include a number of small, private 
meeting rooms - and accepted that this belonged to 
the town council. 

Speaking on the football club, Councillor Anita 
Williams said she was “struggling” with the idea of 
giving around third of the grants pot - £100,000 - to 
one organisation. However, Councillor Brian Lar- 
combe questioned her argument, pointing out that she 
had supported the application from the Marine The¬ 
atre which was set to receive even more - £120,000. 

“I don’t have to justify myself to you,” Councillor 
Williams replied. 

Councillor Larcombe said that the grant for the foot¬ 
ball club was less than that spent by the council on 
the new skatepark, currently under construction in 
Charmouth Road, and he did not see why the two 
projects should be considered any different. 

Self-sufficient 

The council also spent much time discussing the 
possibility of reducing funding year-on-year for or¬ 
ganisations which relied on the council to cover run¬ 
ning costs, including the Marine Theatre, The Hub 
and LymeForward, to help them to become more “self 
sufficient”. 

Councillor Williams expressed concerns over pro¬ 
posals to decrease funding for “essential services”, 
such as LymeForward and The Hub. 

Speaking on The Hub specifically, she said: “I urge 
members to think of the effect of some of these things. 
Youth services, we know, are under a huge amount of 
pressure. Let’s not dismantle things that people spent 
a huge amount of energy building up. 

“We have to remember that these places cost money 
to run and there is a decrease in grant funding for 
youth services coming from West Dorset... If we dis¬ 
mantle these services they will be gone.” 

In response, Councillor Larcombe said that mem¬ 
bers had to be “realistic” and keep their feet on the

ground. 

“Lyme is a big village in population terms. I don’t 
know of any villages that would talk about spending 
this type of money, to exceed their precept,” he said. 

“They wouldn’t have this discussion about concerns 
about these types of groups. They don’t have the 
means, they couldn’t even dream about this type of 
stuff. I think we have to be a bit more realistic, feet 
back on the ground and actually understand what it 
means and how lucky this town is to find this kind of 
money, but not be too quick to spend it. 

“Councillor Williams has just said youth services 
are going to be cut; there is also going to be other 
services cut. Be careful what you spend because we 
could find austerity kicking through from county to 
district to Lyme. Let’s continue to be realistic to what 
money we’re committing to what size group and what 
those groups represent.” 

Councillor Williams replied: “Austerity is here.” 

Councillor Larcombe: “Not yet it isn’t.” 

However, it was eventually agreed to give all suc¬ 
cessful organisations which had requested funding 
over four years the same amount of money each year. 


Fundraiser for bowling club 

LYME Regis Bowling Club held a successful coffee 
morning and ploughman's lunch on February 6th. 

Despite the appalling weather a good number 
of members and friends attended and enjoyed a 
fine lunch provided by the lady members of the 
club, with a total profit of £246 to be divided be¬ 
tween the club's defibrillator fund and the ladies 
coach transport for the 2016 away league fixtures. 

The next event at the club will be an afternoon 
cream tea to be held in the clubhouse on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach on the March 19th. This is open to 
all, members and non-members, with further de¬ 
tails to be announced on posters in due course.

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Former affordable housing 
plans come back to the fore 


PLANS for an affordable housing development in 
Lyme Regis, which was first suggested in 2008 be¬ 
fore taking a back seat, were put to the public 
again last week. 

The plans for 13 dwellings on land previously 
earmarked for industrial use near Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre, off Uplyme Road, were first sug¬ 
gested by housing association Raglan in 2008 but 
were never taken forward. 

Raglan has since merged with Jephson Housing 
Association to create a larger group called 
Stonewater, which has been working with Yeovil- 
based architects Boon Brown, who also worked on 
the original scheme, to bring it back to life. 

A public consultation event, organised by Ly- 
meForward to allow interested residents the 
chance to view the proposed scheme, was held at 
Lyme Regis Guildhall last Wednesday. 

Clive Brown, director of Boon Brown, intro¬ 
duced the scheme saying it previously “fell by the 
wayside for a variety of reasons”, including the 
economic recession. He said the scheme provided 
the opportunity to utilise a site which had been left 
vacant for some time while creating much-needed

affordable housing in the town. 

The proposed development is for 13 dwellings - 
nine flats which would be a mixture of one and 
two bedrooms, and four three-bedroom houses. 
The flats and houses would be built in two sepa¬ 
rate, three-storey blocks, some with small bal¬ 
conies, and would all be available for affordable 
rent. 

When questioned by the public on what “afford¬ 
able rent” meant, Mr Brown said this was rent at a 
discount from the market value and was likely to 
be at least 10 per cent lower in this case. 

Several residents from Haye Close, which backs 
onto the site, attended the meeting and expressed 
concerns that the new development would over¬ 
look their existing properties, especially as the 
new flats and houses were proposed to be three 
stories. 

Following the public consultation, town council¬ 
lors were given a briefing on the proposed scheme.

Belmont opens doors to public 


BELMONT House in Lyme Regis will 
be open to the visiting public for 
free from 10am to 4pm over the 
weekend on Saturday, February 
13th and Sunday 14th. 

The Landmark Trust opened the 
newly-restored house on Pound 
Street, a grade II* listed eighteenth- 
century seaside villa, in September 
last year after eight years of meticu¬ 
lous research and two years of work 
on site. 

Owned for nearly 40 years by pio¬ 
neering businesswoman Eleanor 
Coade (1732-1821), whose own 
Coade stone adorns the exterior and 
interior, Belmont has also been 
home to keen astronomer Dr 
Richard Bangay (1834-1933) and au¬ 


thor John Fowles (1926-2005), who 
wrote "The French Lieutenant's 
Woman". 

It is a fine surviving example of the 
type of seaside villa that emerged 
during the second half of the eigh¬ 
teenth century, a time of social and 
cultural change when sea bathing, 
sea views and informal homes away 
from cities grew in popularity. 

During the open days, visitors are 
welcome to look around the re¬ 
stored house and garden and visit 
the permanent exhibition about the 
house's former owners in the adja¬ 
cent former stables.

THANKS to a generous grant of £10,000 
from the Big Lottery Fund, work began 
in Charmouth Village Hall last week to 
create a new disabled toilet. 

This "Access For All" project will mean 
equal opportunities for wheelchair 
users, people with ambulant disability 
and sight impairment in particular, but 
with baby changing facilities also being 
installed, young families will be able to 
enjoy all that Charmouth Village Hall has 
to offer without being inconvenienced. 

Hall chairman David Gillings said:"We 
were aware that many people were un¬ 
able to take part in hall activities due to 
the lack of suitable toilet facilities, but 
now no one need be excluded." 

The project was planned after the 
committee commissioned an Access 
Audit of the building in 2013, which 
highlighted areas where the hall could 
be made more user-friendly and ensure 
it was accessible to all abilities. 

As well as the new toilet facilities, there 
will also be improved signage and 
colour/tonal contrasting to improve 
wayfinding for those with impaired vi¬ 
sion or learning difficulties, and a desig¬ 
nated accessible parking space outside. 

But it's not just Charmouth residents 
who will benefit from the new-look hall, 
as the Riverside Day Centre in Bridport has said it is 
also keen to use the facilities once they are accessi¬ 
ble for all. 

Centre manager Alison Goddard said: "We really 
like to take our members out into surrounding areas 
from time to time to enjoy different sights and ac¬ 
tivities, but the venue must meet the access needs 
of our elderly members. 

"Village halls are ideal and Charmouth is inviting 


as it is right in the heart of the Jurassic Coast. It is 
wonderful news for us and we are already planning 
our first visit in the spring." 

MrGillingsadded:"Weare so lucky to have the Big 
Lottery Fund; projects like ours could not go ahead 
without its financial assistance. It's brilliant and we 
can't thank them enough." 

The hall committee is now planning a gala open¬ 
ing of the new toilet block later in the year.

The BBC is in talks with a major Holly¬ 
wood studio for a hotted-up remake of a 
classic period drama, originally set in 
Lyme Regis, using a pin-up cast.

Now TV executives are keen to cash in 
on the huge following for hunky Aidan 
Turner, the star of the new “Poldark” se¬ 
ries, with hopes that he will take Irons’ 
part as the gentleman palaeontologist

In the Victorian story, Charles falls in 
love with the troubled Sarah Woodruff, 
an enigmatic outcast abandoned by her 
French officer, whom he meets while vis¬ 
iting his bride-to-be, Ernestina, in Lyme 
Regis. The fossil-hunter and French offi¬ 
cer’s spumed lover meet secretly on the 
grassy cliffs overlooking the town and 
fall into a passionate affair. 

Producers are said to have their eye on 
“Games Of Thrones” star Natalie Dormer 
- who spiced up “The Tudors” in the role 
of Anne Boleyn - as Ernestina, and 
“Downton Abbey”, “War And Peace” and 
“Cinderella” star Lily James recreating 
Streep’s role as the tragic heroine. 

“The current plan is to remake ‘The 
French Lieutenant’s Woman’ as a four or 
five-hour TV series in a co-production 
between the BBC and a major Hollywood 


studio,” said an insider. 

“But the new version would be much 
hotter than the original movie, which did¬ 
n’t have many love scenes. The remake 
would be more on the lines of the new 
‘War And Peace’ which is proving to be 
a big hit with viewers. 

“A combination of Aidan, Lily and Na¬ 
talie would set the tragic love triangle on 
fire, although there are bound to be other 
top actresses who would fight for the 
part. One blockbuster name who has also 
been mentioned for the title role is Nicole 
Kidman, she could make an Oscar-win¬ 
ning performance of the part.” 

However, there could be obstacles to 
the plan.

COUNCIL SCRAPS PLANS FOR PRIVATE WORKING PARTY AFTER CONCERNS OVER FUTURE OF LOCAL CLUBS 


TOWN councillors will not discuss the 
future of Monmouth Beach in Lyme 
Regis behind closed doors, after one 
member said secret meetings were “not 
the nature of democracy”.

The council assured members of the public it was 
just looking at all its options and had made no final 
decisions, but the report sparked concerns that 
leases for four clubs at Monmouth Beach would 
not be renewed long-term.

Speaking at last week’s meeting, Councillor 
Derek Hallett asked for reassurance for the clubs. 

“I have had numerous people ask me about Mon¬ 
mouth Beach; is the bowling club going, is the 
sailing club going, is the gig club going? They are 
all concerned and I think it’s about time we put 
them all out of their misery,” he said. 

Councillor Hallett proposed that the council 
“leave all four clubs alone so they can get on with 
their business”, adding that they were “worried 
sick they’re going to be thrown out”. However, his 
proposal did not receive a seconder. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said: 
“There has never been any intention to stop them 
getting on with their business. I think it would be 
better if a decision was made as soon as possible, 
as I have said before, in the round of committee 
meetings without taking away anything from dis¬ 
cussions. 

“I think we should look at the whole picture 
down there not just three or four parts of it.” 


Councillor Brian Larcombe said that the town 
clerk’s report on Monmouth Beach was first re¬ 
quested a long time ago, by the previous council, 
and he had not heard “any inclination” that the 
bowling club was actually at risk. 

But Councillor Anita Williams confirmed there 
had been “a lot of concern” from clubs based at 
Monmouth Beach. 

She added: “I ask that any working group on this 
is open to the public. There’s a huge amount of dis¬ 
quiet about the working groups operating, we are 
talking about things that matter. 

“I know members find it easier to discuss things 
in secret; sadly, that is not the nature of democracy. 
I ask that we make this working group open.” 

Councillors agreed to make their working group 
meetings on Monmouth Beach open to the public. 
The mayor also confirmed that the council would 
be speaking to all groups based at Monmouth 
Beach before making any decisions on the future 
of the area.

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A look behind the headlines 


ANOTHER 

VIEW...

O N the Jurassic Coast we’re well 
placed to appreciate how the 
earth sciences (like all science) 
reveal nature’s underlying patterns and 
connections. 

Particular events draw immediate attention; but 
(unless it’s a major meteor strike) individual hap¬ 
penings are subsumed in the slowly-developing 
scheme of things. 

This applies, on a different scale, to how soci¬ 
eties govern themselves to stave off the mutually - 
destructive tendencies in human nature, currently 
displayed around the world. Even in the UK’s still 
relatively stable and harmonious comer, stepping 
back from daily headlines suggests some worry¬ 
ing patterns in the way government now works. 

Take, for example, the claim that power is being 
returned to local government. Attractive theory, 
big headlines: Cornish devolution, ‘Northern 
Powerhouse’, ‘city regions’... but in practice? 

Last November, this column examined our Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre’s contribution to, among other 
things, parents’ s kill s in bringing up children, and 
explained its vulnerability to government cuts. 
Last month, the Prime Minister proclaimed the 
importance of parenting skills and stable family 
life. Left hand and right hand? 

Recently, six letters to a local paper highlighted 
the oddity of West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin com¬ 
ing to the defence of local services - such as li¬ 
braries, buses, children’s and social services - 
while as government policy guru being complicit, 
at least, in cutting local government funding for 
those same services. It’s an echo of David 
Cameron’s protest when libraries and children’s 
centres were being closed in his Oxfordshire con¬ 


stituency. In his 1988 book Privatising the World, 
Oliver Letwin said of local bus provision that of 
course it could be privately run: uneconomic routes 
would be subsidised by local authorities. A pity he 
didn’t anticipate a government with (another?) Oliver 
Letwin as policy chief making it impossible for local 
authorities to do just that. Let them suffer the blame 
instead. 

A similar contradiction is the government mantra 
that local authorities and public services like the 
NHS must find ‘efficiency savings’. We can all be¬ 
come more efficient, though after years of such ad¬ 
vice its recipients won’t have much room left. But 
what about government ‘efficiency’? Some samples. 
£100million estimated by the Taxpayers’ Alliance as 
being wasted on failed government IT contracts in 
2013/2014. £43million given to Kids Company, at 
the expense of other children’s charities, with little 
financial enquiry, plenty of private influence with 
senior ministers, and £3million (reportedly Oliver 
Letwin again) given the day before bankruptcy was 
declared. Six virtually new £lbillion-a-piece destroy¬ 
ers needing major engine refits because they keep 
breaking down... isn’t it a bit rich for such a wasteful 
government to lecture others on ‘efficiency savings’? 

The PM supported his enthusiasm for parenting 
with £70million. Charities and local authorities may 


‘bid’ for this. Here’s another pattern. We live in a 
bidding culture: more and more essential services, 
not just icing on the cake, are subject to bidding. 
This reprehensible policy takes capacity away from 
local government and gives power to the bureau¬ 
crats who assess bids, declare winners and losers, 
set conditions and control the money. If you live in 
an area that loses, do you find that equitable? The 
system creates dependency and servitude, for 
money is power. It’s all of a piece with the White¬ 
hall attack on local authorities, by governments of 
all colours, begun in the 1980s with council house 
sales, continued remorselessly on many fronts since 
then. Local ‘authority’? “No, thanks” says White¬ 
hall. 

Government money is ours 

Two recent examples of the impulse to dismantle 
alternative democratic power and stifle criticism 
are telling. Planned legislation will allow govern¬ 
ment to block ethical investment decisions (over 
their pension funds, for example) made by elected 
local authorities - who might decide not to invest 
in, let’s say, the arms industry. And charities are 
being told not to use government money to lobby 
for or criticise government policies. But ‘govern¬ 
ment money’ isn’t the government’s: it’s ours, in¬ 
cluding the 76 per cent of the electorate who chose 
not to vote or who did not vote for the Conservative 
Party. With so many charities desperately plugging 
public service gaps created by government cut¬ 
backs (25 per cent in social care since 2010, for in¬ 
stance) such bullying is despicable. 

Hypocrisy, waste and paranoia: three connected 
patterns. Underlying them is a fourth - absence of 
strategic thought. Try listing threats to the nation’s 
safety, protecting which is said to be the top priority 
of government. Cyber warfare is the future? No, it’s 


the present. In 2007 Russia brought Estonia’s fi¬ 
nancial services to a halt, blocked its government 
telephone services, and gridlocked its capital city: 
just a warning shot. Alternatively, try social disrup¬ 
tion: Russian support for the Syrian government 
sends thousands more refugees to Turkey and the 
EU, creating serious political and communal fall¬ 
out. ‘Terror’ threats are now global. Will renewing 
Trident protect against any of these - even without 
the likelihood that underwater drones will make the 
subs visible to an enemy? Couldn’t £100billion be 
used more intelligently to tackle real threats? 

Nor is public safety at risk only from nations, 
rogue states or terrorism. International arms traders, 
drug runners, people smugglers all have great eco¬ 
nomic power; even the contempt shown for na¬ 
tional economies by legitimate multinationals, like 
Google and its ilk, reduces our resources while ex¬ 
ploiting our infrastructure. Or what about climate 
change and flood risks? Or serious analysts esti¬ 
mating that 35 per cent of all UK jobs will be lost 
to robotics and artificial intelligence over the next 
20 years, with huge implications for our ‘social 
contract’ and the taxation system underpinning it? 
The World Economic Lorum, no less, has identified 
a worldwide pattern of growing social protest as 
new technologies transfer money and power to tiny 
business and political elites. Where is our national 
strategy for adapting to such risks? Perhaps it’s 
HS2? 

Inability to think ahead strategically; power kept 
in the hands of a cosy exclusive group; closed-door 
deals; the public’s money used to create muzzled 
dependency; incompetence and waste; ‘do as I say 
but not as I do’: all unappealing and dangerous pat¬ 
terns. We’re lucky that they’re not replicated in 
Lyme’s town government, don’t you think?

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WHEN THE CHIPS ARE DOWN... 



If you're already 'chitting' your seed potatoes and waiting for those valuable shoots to 
appear on the tubers before planting out, be aware that this process may be the least of 
your worries. 

While potatoes are generally pretty easy veg to grow given the right soil and situation, 
some gardeners end up with rotten, foetid tubers which will need disposing of as soon 
as they are out of the ground. 

The most common problem is potato blight, a disease which causes brown or black 
patches to appear on young leaves from June onwards. The disease spreads rapidly to 
stems and finally the plant collapses. Spores are washed down to the tubers, resulting in 
a reddish brown rot and leaving the potatoes a soggy mass. 

If you spot it early enough, you can remove infected leaves straight away to stop it spread¬ 
ing and 'earth up' or mulch rows with a thick layer of straw or hay. Don't harvest the crop 
for at least three weeks after removing the diseased foliage to allow time for the potato 
skins to thicken up and spores on the surface to die. 

Don't leave blighted tubers in the ground.They will all need digging up as otherwise the 
spores will spread again, affecting subsequent crops. 

Blight usually hits crops in warm, humid conditions from mid-summer onwards. It can 
be prevented by spraying with a copper-based fungicide, Bordeaux mixture, before 
symptoms first appear and repeating the treatment every two weeks. But if blight has 
already appeared, no amount of fungicide will save your crop. 

To reduce the risk of blight, practise crop rotation - don't grow potatoes on the same 
piece of land more than once every four years - and use deep earthing up to protect the 
tubers. Grow early potatoes, which are lifted before blight appears, or those which show 
some blight resistance, including 'Sarpo Mira', 'Colleen' and 'Cosmos'. Make sure you al¬ 
ways buy certified seed potatoes and don't save your own tubers. 

Other potato problems include blackleg, a bacterial disease that causes the leaves to wilt 
and the stems to blacken.This usually occurs early in the season and in dry weather. You'll 
need to destroy affected plants. 

Slugs can be a major pain in heavy and wet soil, and there's not a lot you can do about 
them unless you resort to slug pellets or other common slug deterrents. Early potato va¬ 
rieties may be less affected and if you lift your maincrops early you may be able to enjoy 
them before the slugs do. 

The first sign of eelworms, tiny worm-like creatures which burrow into the roots of pota¬ 
toes, is when plants growing close to each other start dying from the base upwards and 
the leaves yellow. Tiny reddish brown cysts grow out from the roots, which are the fe¬ 
males and full of eggs. Affected plants will soon die. 

Scab is another common disease which is common in light soils, caused by a fungus, but 
although the skins may be damaged, the affected potatoes can be eaten after peeling. 
To help prevent it, add plenty of organic matter to the soil before planting and water reg¬ 
ularly during a long, hot summer. 

Find out if there's a Potato Day near you - many events are publicised online - organised 
by your local garden club or society, offering growers an ever-expanding choice, advice 
on dealing with pests and diseases and the chance to talk potatoes with fellow enthusi¬ 



asts. Events nationwide run through to March. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Snowdrop (Galanthus) 

It's the pint-sized dazzler of late winter, marked by white carpet displays across the coun¬ 
try and at various National Trust properties, parks and gardens. If you have your own 
woodland area and you want a naturalised effect, you'll have to plant a huge number of 
bulbs. Perhaps the best approach is to build your snowdrop colony gradually, planting 
more clumps each year. Plant them in early autumn in groups of 10 or more, spacing 
them 4cm apart and 6-7cm deep. They should reach their potential after a couple of 
years. They prefer semi shade and ideally a moist soil rich in organic matter. Look out for 
Galanthus'S. Arnott', which has large, fragrant flowers, and G. 'Atkinsii', a tall variety on 
long stems.

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WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


• Protect vulnerable plants from 
frost and wind damage and firm 
in plants lifted by frost. 

• Pot autumn-rooted fuchsia 
cuttings into small individual 
pots 

• Put cloches in position to warm 
the soil for early sowings of 
vegetables in March. 

• Top-dress pot-grown shrubs 
with fresh compost, scraping 
away about 2.5cm (1 in) of the 
old compost from the surface 
before adding the new. 

• Prune winter-flowering jasmine 
once the flowers have gone over 
completely 

• Shorten sideshoots from the 
main wisteria framework to 
encourage flower buds 

• Water pot plants growing at the 
base of your house walls as they 


can often be sheltered from rain 
by the overhang of the house 
eaves and may dry out 

• When you have dug over an area 
in winter, cover the ground with 
a large sheet of polythene, 
anchored at the edges with 
bricks, to keep off the worst of 
the winter weather and suppress 
weeds 

• Buy onion sets and store them in 
a dry place, ready for planting in 
March 

• Watch out for moles, which start 
to become more active now 
because of mating and nest¬ 
building. If you can't stand the 
thought of getting rid of them 
with traditional mole traps, and 
old-fashioned deterrents such as 
mothballs down the holes don't 
work, make the most of the 
perfectly sifted topsoil they 
leave on the surface.

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Concerts in the West continue at Hub 


Village pub makes ultimate comeback 
and is named the best in West Dorset 


A LOCAL country pub has had a remarkable re¬ 
vival and been named the best in West Dorset as 
it came up top as the Campaign for Real Ale’s 
(CAMRA) Pub of the Year. 

The Bottle Inn at Marshwood was recognised 
last Saturday, when it was chosen as Pub of the 
Year for the second time, and the award was pre¬ 
sented to landlords Nigel and Chrissy Blake at 
the annual Beerex Festival in Dorchester. 

Around four years ago, The Bottle Inn, which 
is more than 400 years old, was empty and par¬ 
tially derelict and looked as though it would re¬ 
main permanently closed. 

It first closed in 2008 when the long-standing 
landlord Shane Pym, who established the fa¬ 
mous World Nettle Eating Championships 
which takes place at the Bottle every summer, 
decided to give it up after revenues dwindled 
and urgent expensive repair work arose. Two 
further attempts to revive the pub failed. 

Mr and Mrs Blake sold a property in Wey¬ 
mouth and invested much of their money into 
saving The Bottle Inn. 

Mr Blake said: “From the start we have set out 
to support small local breweries and this has 
paid off. 

“Every weekend we aim to have at least seven 
different real ales on sale and we now regularly 
attract CAMRA members from many parts of 
Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

“We first won the title of West Dorset’s pub of 
the year in 2014 and we are gobsmacked to have 
been chosen again.”

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Japanese Knotweed 


The legal 
consequences 

As solicitors, Japanese Knotweed has moved from being 
a warning in the legal press to an issue in day to day 
practice. It is a non-native invasive plant with incredibly 
strong root systems (the roots can extend to a depth 
of three meters and up to seven meters laterally). It 
has distinctive red steams and flat green leaves. It lies 
dormant in winter months but grows aggressively from 
April to October. Recent European Legislation (European 
Invasive Alien Species Regulation 2014) obliges member 
states to control and manage invasive alien species, of 
which Japanese Knotweed is one. 



The fundamental problem is that this plant can cause physical 
damage to buildings and land, is expensive and time-consuming 
to eradicate, damage bio diversity and result in criminal and civil 
liabilities for owners and occupiers of property. 

The legal implications of Japanese Knotweed are real. Local 
authorities have the power under Section 215 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1990 to require land owners to remedy the 
condition of land - failure to comply can result in prosecution, 
a fine and the costs of undertaking the necessary works. In 
addition, Local Authorities and the Police can potentially serve 
community protection notices under the Under-Social Behaviour 
Crime and Policing Act 2014 for failure to keep Japanese Knotweed 
under control. It is notable that it is also likely to be classed as a 
controlled waste during the removal process creating a potential 
liability under the Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981. 

Over and above the potential liabilities listed above, an owner 
or occupier should not allow Japanese Knotweed to spread onto 
neighbouring land, because the owner of the neighbouring land 
may be able to take common law private nuisance proceedings for 
compensation for the loss and enjoyment, the costs of removal 
and a continuing injunction against reinfestation. More and more 
clients are raising concerns about Japanese Knotweed, both with 
regards to their own property, but also worried about its presence 
on neighbouring property. If you have Japanese Knotweed on your 
land, you need to act fast to prevent it spreading onto neighbouring 
property and exposing you to a potential claim in nuisance or 


action by the Local Authority or Police. If your property neighbours 
another plot with Japanese Knotweed, you may be able to take 
action to force the owner to deal with it and thereby limit the risk to 
you. 

The potential implications for the value of a property affected by 
Japanese Knotweed are significant as it can affect the ability to 
sell the property or obtain a mortgage. Some lenders will not 
lend against a property affected and others place restrictions on 
the mortgage. Buildings insurance policies generally do not cover 
damage and problems caused by Japanese Knotweed.

Still life demonstration at art society 


CONTRASTING Lyme Regis Art Society’s recent 
demonstrations of vigorous painting with palette knives 
and big brushes, Karl Taylor’s “Still Life with Acrylics” 
was a study of careful meticulous preparation and brush 
work. 

Born in Cornwall in 1963, Karl graduated from art 
college with a first class degree. He received an award 
for outstanding achievement in wildlife illustration and 
moved to Bristol to become a full-time artist, becoming 
the first wildlife artist to exhibit at the Bristol Museum 
& Art Gallery in 1992, and has participated three times 
at the Leigh Yawkey Woodson Art Museum's “Birds in 
Art” exhibitions in Wisconsin, USA. 

Karl has received numerous awards for his work, in¬ 
cluding the silver medal for excellence from the 
Wildlife Art Society and the Nature in Art award from 
The Artist magazine, and is well-known for exquisite 
bird paintings. 

He prefers a long portrait orientation for his work, 
feeling that this draws the eye up to the subject matter 
and, working on gesso-primed hardboard, he applied 
soft brown glazes of a mix of sepia and burnt umber 
with cadmium yellow or red for warmth, scrambling 
them on with a spiky brush to provide a textured base 
for the main flower subject. 

Drying each layer thoroughly with a hairdryer, he em¬ 
phasised the importance of keeping the paint mixed 
with an acrylic medium of the right consistency to pre¬ 
vent top layers cracking or peeling off. Karl usually 
paints with a size 8 or 10 white nylon brash with a lim¬ 
ited palette and recommends Primacryl white acrylic 
paint for its opacity. 

Members watched as a flat leaf shape curled and 
rounded under his brush with light catching the top 
veins and shadows forming under the outer edges. A 
pale blue layer from ultramarine threw his flower into 
stronger relief, further emphasised by the meticulous 
details of the shadows on and under the petals and 
leaves that glowed against the warm shadowy back¬ 
ground.

Cameras through the years at photography club 


MALCOLM McNaughton showed his 
collection of prints that had all been 
taken over the years with a variety of 
film cameras at Lyme Regis Photo¬ 
graphic Society's latest meeting. 

Malcolm began taking pictures aged 
10 when he focussed on motor racing 
and often travelled to Brands Hatch 
and Goodwood with his Nikon 35mm 
FE camera. The American photogra¬ 
pher Ansel Adams had been a great in¬ 
fluence on his picture taking and 
Malcolm quoted his mantra "the more 
pictures you take the better you get". 

Malcolm progressed to a Bronica 645 
medium format camera that made him 
compose his pictures rather than keep 
pressing the shutter indiscriminately 
and discarding the majority of pictures. 

He now uses a Japanese large format 
Whistler camera and carries only six 
double-sided plates when out taking 
photographs. When working with 
35mm film he was dissatisfied with 
over 90 per cent of his images, but with 


the Whistler he felt more than 75 per 
cent were good. Malcolm was a keen 
advocate of the saying that most peo¬ 
ple "looked but didn't see"and empha¬ 
sised that it was better to sit and study 
the surroundings for a while before tak¬ 
ing any images. 

Malcolm also judged the club's PDIs 
and prints "Creative" competition. First 
place in the PDI section was Dougie 
Young with "Smoking Hot", second was 
Gary Bridger with "The Wet Bench"and 
third was Valerie Handley with "What a 
Hoot".

Council should consider overall 
economic value of water ski race 


■ LYME Regis Business Group 
(LRBG) was very disappointed to learn 
of the town council’s recent decision 
not to work with the Power Boat Club 
this year in relation to the National 
Water Skiing competition that has been 
held annually - and very successfully 
- in Lyme Regis for several years. 

The council’s reasoning was, appar¬ 
ently, their desire to hopefully earn a 
possible £1,800 from car parking 
charges. 

Given that the council is supposed to 
be overseeing and acting in the best in¬ 
terest of the town as a whole, it seems 
an ill-thought-through decision if you 
consider that this competition would 
have bought several hundred people 
into Lyme Regis over the weekend of 
the event. 

Given the number of participants in 
previous years, it’s not overly enthusi¬ 
astic to estimate an attendance of round 
250 people each spending, on average, 
around £150 each over the three-day 
period. That’s a total £37,500. And let’s 
guess at a third of these would have 
stayed with local accommodation 
providers. So now we are looking at 
between £45k and £50k of revenue for 
local businesses - that’s people provid¬ 
ing much-needed employment in the 
town. Not only that, these visitors 


would most likely have returned again 
year after year, as they have in the past. 

However, following the council’s rul¬ 
ing, the event has relocated to West 
Bay and is unlikely to return to Lyme 
any time soon. 

Factor in the great experience that 
these visitors enjoy in Lyme, and the 
good PR the town receives as they go 
home and tell their friends and family 
what a super place Lyme Regis is - not 
to mention their own return visits in the 
future - and it’s not difficult to imagine 
that we are looking at a loss of income 
to the town this year in excess of £50k, 
and probably double that over the next 
year or so. All for the sake of a single 
weekend’s parking revenue for the 
council. 

On behalf of LRBG, the people em¬ 
ployed in the town and the clubs and 
associations who are trying to encour¬ 
age their counter parts from around the 
country to visit Lyme, can I ask the 
council to consider the overall eco¬ 
nomic value of opportunities such as 
this, as opposed to just the revenue that 
they, as guardians of our future well 
being, can derive from car parking 
alone?

View from the 

churches 


AT last the Church of England has a serious 
think about the challenge of our church 
buildings, all maintained by the local con¬ 
gregations. 

“The Church Buildings Review” is the re¬ 
port from the review group, which was 
chaired by the Bishop of Worcester, the Rt 
Revd Dr John Inge. It’s the first attempt in 
many years to undertake a comprehensive 
review of the Church of England’s steward¬ 
ship of its church buildings. The report can 
be read at http://bit.ly/lGk41GD 

The review notes that more than three 
quarters of the Church of England’s 
churches are listed, and the C of E is respon¬ 
sible for nearly half of the grade I listed 
buildings in England. More than half of 
churches are in rural areas (where 17 per 
cent of the population lives) and more than 
90 per cent of these are listed. 

The Bishop of Worcester said: “Our 
16,000 church buildings are a visible sign 
of ongoing Christian faith in communities 
throughout England as well as being an un¬ 
paralleled part of our country's heritage. 
This report looks at how we can best sup¬ 


port the thousands of local volun¬ 
teers who care deeply for and 
about churches and offer wonder¬ 
ful service to their communities 
using their churches. 

“We believe that - apart from 
growing the church - there is no 
single solution to the challenges 
posed by our extensive responsibility for 
part of the nation's heritage. We hope there¬ 
fore that this work will be a catalyst for dis¬ 
cussion about how churches can be better 
cared for and used for the common good.” 

From the big responsibility of completing 
work identified in the Quinquennial report, 
to new faults such as water coming through 
cracks into the ringing chamber in the 
tower, and then the event of water flooding 
the boiler room so we now have no heating 
for last Sunday or Ken Whetlor’s funeral; 
we have a huge challenge to meet at St 
Michael’s. 

Much responsibility is on the shoulders of 
Margaret McConkey, our church warden. 
We try to make this as much a team effort 
as possible, including using the skills of 


local tradesmen and appreciating the good¬ 
will of many. 

The Church of England is recognising that 
processes need to be simpler and we lack 
support as we seek to maintain the church 
building of the nation. If in Lyme Regis, or 
where-ever you are near a local church, 
have you skills you are able to offer? The 
future of these buildings belongs to all the 
community, the responsibility is too great 
for the congregation alone. 

The parish church is open on Tuesday 
mornings for meeting together around re¬ 
freshments from 9.30am, do come a see 
how you could be involved!

SAXOPHONIST Sonny Rollins 
is widely recognized as one of 
the most important and influ¬ 
ential jazz musicians. To mark 
60 years since the release of 
his two best known albums.

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The charge of the 
Dorset Yeomanry 

Exhibition now open at County Museum 


DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 
and The Keep Military Museum, 
Dorchester, in conjunction with 
the Dorset Yeomanry have as¬ 
sembled a small exhibition to 
commemorate the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the famous charge 
of the Queen's Own Dorset Yeo¬ 
manry against a mixed Turkish 
and Senussi force in the Egypt¬ 
ian Western Desert.The charge, 
the last Regimental charge in 
battle by the British army, 
routed the enemy and was a 
key element in preventing the 
Turks and their German allies 
from capturing the Suez canal; 


a vital link with India. 

The highlight of the display 
will be the painting recording 
the gallantry of the QODY that 
was commissioned from the 
greatest, British, late 19th/ early 
20th century, military artist, 
Lady Elizabeth Butler. The 
painting was paid for by sub¬ 
scriptions from local people. 
After being exhibited in 1917 at 
the Royal Academy, it was dis¬ 
played in most of the major 
towns across Dorset. Over 
10,000 people paid 8d each to 
see the painting. It normally 
hangs in the Members' Com¬ 


mon Room at County Hall and 
this will be the first time for 
many decades that the people 
of Dorset will have easy access 
to view this painting with such 
county wide resonance. 

A complementary display of 
military ephemera will be 
staged at The Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum at the same time.

Subaru announces upgrades to XV compact crossover 


SUBARU has today announced details 
of a series of upgrades to the XV com¬ 
pact crossover, designed to refresh the 
car's exterior styling, raise cabin quality 
and improve refinement. In spite of the 
range of upgrades across the full model 
line-up, pricing for the Subaru XV is un¬ 
changed for the 2016 model, which 
goes on sale across the UK next month 
from £21,995 (OTR). 

Since its introduction in 2012, the XV 
has stood out in its sector with Subaru's 
legendary permanent Symmetrical All- 
Wheel Drive as standard. The XV boasts 
higher ground clearance than most ri¬ 
vals and is among the lightest vehicles 
in the compact crossover segment, aid¬ 
ing the car's genuine off-road ability. Its 
centre of gravity and low-mounted four 
cylinder Boxer engines make it one of 
the most agile compact crossovers on 
the market. 

Updates to the 2016 model follow hot 
on the heels of a range of upgrades 
made in 2015 which included a raft of 
suspension modifications and a quicker 
more direct steering rack, resulting in 
more engaging and assured handling 
and smoother ride. 

Higher-quality cabin with new 
connected infotainment system 

Among the most important changes 
to the upgraded XV is an upgraded in¬ 
terior, finished in higher quality materi¬ 


als and featuring Subaru's new factory- 
fit 7.0-inch touchscreen infotainment 
and navigation system. Changes in¬ 
clude the adoption of new metallic and 
piano blacktrim as well as new contrast 
stitching throughout the cabin.The dri¬ 
ver's TFT LCD instrument binnacle has 
also been redesigned, now emitting a 
soft, contemporary blue glow. 

The overall result of these changes is 
a cosseting ambience with a higher- 
quality, more modern look and feel. 

Subaru's all-new 7.0-inch touchscreen 
display allows smartphone-style control 
of the advanced navigation and info¬ 
tainment features, with a swipe and 
pinch control function for map displays. 
Consistent with other updates to the 
cabin, the infotainment system echoes 
the new blue glow of the driver's instru¬ 
ment binnacle. The infotainment sys¬ 
tem houses a standard-fit rear view 
camera, offering a super-wide 160-de- 
gree field of view behind the car when 
reversing. 

Other functions of the car - such as 
changing navigation settings or adjust¬ 
ing the power or temperature of the cli¬ 
mate control - can be controlled though 
the company's latest-generation voice 
control facility, allowing the driver to 
keep their eyes on the road ahead. The 
system also enables Apple iPhone users 
to activate Siri® Eyes-Free functionality, 


providing full voice control of their iOS 
mobile device when linked with the new 
infotainment system. 

The smartphone functionality extends 
to a range of apps, which pair users'mo- 
bile devices with the vehicle via Subaru 
StarLink, making the XV one of the most 
connected cars on the road. StarLink en¬ 
ables occupants to display weather 
forecasts and traffic reports, access 
wireless audio, receive the latest news 
updates and checktheir calendar while 
on the move. 

Lower running costs and 
improvements to fuel efficiency 

The upgraded Subaru XV continues to 
offer UK buyers a choice of two horizon¬ 
tally-opposed, four-cylinder Boxer en¬ 
gines - a 2.0-litre petrol and 2.0-litre 
diesel - and two transmissions (six- 
speed manual and six-speed CVT auto¬ 
matic). For 2016, both engines in the XV 
line-up offer improved fuel economy 
over the existing model. 

The 2.0-litre turbodiesel, equipped 
with a six-speed manual transmission, 
features a range of updates and longer 
gear ratios to improve fuel efficiency by 
4%. The modified engine - which still 
produces 147 PS and 350 Nm of torque 
- achieves 52.3 mpg on the combined 
cycle, while C02 emissions fall from 146 
to 141 g/km, placing the car in a lower 
BIK tax band (25% for 2016/17). In spite 


of the longer gear ratios, driveability 
hasn't been compromised, with the car 
still able to accelerate from 0-to-62 mph 
in 9.3 seconds. 

Subaru has also introduced a series of 
updates to the 150 PS 2.0-litre naturally- 
aspirated petrol engine which produces 
196 Nm of torque. Fuel efficiency in¬ 
creases by 2% to a combined average of 
43.5 mpg when equipped with Subaru's 
smooth-shifting Lineartronic transmis¬ 
sion (CVT) and emissions fall to 151 


g/km. Longer gear ratios for models fit¬ 
ted with the six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion promote greater efficiency at 
motorway speeds.

Backlogged fixtures causing concern 

Time to delve into the archives - with a look back 20 years

The following snippets of re¬ 
ports were printed in this week in 
1996 (20 years ago), some of the 
names will be familiar, some are 
still playing! - others long forgot¬ 
ten...enjoy! 

CHALLENGE CUP 

SHEPTON, who defeated FORTON 
in the league game 7-0 a couple of 
weeks ago, were defeated in this cup 
game by a fired up Forton team. 

A Dave Loader header gave Forton 
a 1-0 half-time lead. Shepton then 
proceeded to miss three penalties. 
Forton’s keeper saved Justin 
Thomas’, Shaun French hit the post 
with his, and Steve Martin blasted 
his wide. 

Andy Denning increased Forton’s 
lead with a well placed shot. Nick 
Rutter halved the lead with a well 
taken goal. Keith Tovey banged in 
Forton’s third. Rutter got his second 
to make things interesting , but it 
was Forton’s day. 

Rick Gage, Forton’s manager said: 
‘We played out of our skins today.” 

Shepton spokesman Matthew Hor- 
gan commented: “We were terrible, 
they battled hard and deserved their 
win. 

“We are having a committee meet¬ 
ing about leaving the Perry Street 
League because the standard of ref¬ 
ereeing is terrible - it was diabolical 
in this game.

Inaugural charity match 

THE report is on the first cricket competition held to 
raise funds for the preservation and upkeep of St Mary’s 
Church Bridport, a competition that is still ongoing over 
30 years later. 

The six-a-side knock-out tournament involved eight 
local companies and has raised thousands of pounds over 
the years. 

The photo belongs to John Laurence, a former Brid¬ 
port-Gundry employee who was part of the team that 
drew with the Bowditch and Singleton family in the 
final. 

Although not a cricketer, John was the star with the ball 
on the day taking three wickets with three balls including 
Richard Strong playing for the George Gentlemen, who 
soon after became a work and cricket colleague when he 
joined Bridport-Gundry. 

‘St Mary’s Playing fields in Bridport were the scene of 


intense but friendly sporting rivalry on Sunday when 
eight teams of cricket enthusiasts competed in a six-a- 
side knock-out tournament. 

Organised by the Friends of St Mary’s to stiulate local 
community support for the preservation and upkeep of 
Bridport’s parise church, the event raised some £380 to 
that end. 

The final match between the Bowditch and Singleton 
family team and Bridport Gundry produced a thrilling 
finish. 

With one ball to go Gundry’s needed two runs to win 
but only managed to scramble a single. 

A tie was a fitting finish and each team will now hold 
the trophy - a golden rose bowl - for six months.

The most successful bowler was Gundry’s John Lau- 
rencewho a remarkable three wickts for five runs in his 
one over against the George Gentlemen.

INJURIES to three of West Dorset 
Hawks most influential players 
wrecked West Dorset Hawks 
chances of a memorable victory 
on their longest trip of the sea¬ 
son to Cornwall. 

Having battled torrential rain, 
gales and floods on their way, 
they were leading 2-1 going 
into halftime when striker Steve 
Mearing was taken out by a 
crude tackle that, following a 
lengthy period off the field for 
treatment, saw him return at 
only half pace. 

Earlier in the second half, Rick 
Steele was also the victim of 
some rough treatment that saw 
his contribution also reduced 
significantly, and then still hang¬ 
ing on to their lead, they suf¬ 
fered another blow when Gavin 
Brooking tweaked his calf and 
could not continue. 


Despite the long trip and the 
treacherous weather which pre¬ 
vailed throughout the game, 
Hawks started much the better 
and from the start put Pen¬ 
zance, who are looking for pro¬ 
motion this season, under the 
cosh and they took the lead 
after 14 minutes. 

Steele picked up Julian May's 
aerial and sprinted down the 
line before delivering a low crisp 
cross. 

The home keeper thinking it 
was going to pass the far post, 
lifted his leg to let it go by but 
did not notice Ollie Gargrave 
lurking at the far post, who 
turned the ball home.

However, with two players 
clearly less than fully mobile and 
the conditions beginning to tell, 
the hosts started to get on top. 

Lowe brought off a stupen¬ 
dous double save to keep them 
ahead, first stopping a fierce 
shot with his helmet, before re¬ 
covering to parry the follow up 
away. 

However, with 15 minutes left 
Penzance, another young, fit 
side who were able to rotate 
their players, scored an 
equaliser from open play, and 
with the Hawks now grounded 
by exhaustion they snatched a 
late winner to take the points. 

Spokesperson May said: "Once 
again it was a great team per¬ 
formance. 

It was disappointing that 
Steve and Rick were both vic¬ 


tims of some heavy handed 
treatment - had they and Gavin 
been fully fit, it would probably 
have given us victory." 

With four teams relegated 
from Southern 2, and West 
Dorset needing a couple of vic¬ 
tories to ensure they are safe, 
next Saturday's home fixture 
against Isca C is important in 
their quest to ensure they stay 
up.
